THE SILVER BILL 


WILL BE PUT TO A VOTE ON 
WEDNESDAY 


AT THE SUGGESTION OF MR. INGALLS 


jhen Mr. Hoar Will Make Another At- 
tempt to Put Life into His Elec- 
tions Bill. 


WASHINGTON, January 8.—[Special.]—The 
silver bill is to be voted upon and passed by 
the senate on Wednesday next. 

Such an agreement was reached by the 
senate today. 

Senator Ingalls make a proposition for the 
vote on next Wednesday. Afteralong de- 
bate, in which the democrats asked for full 
debate, while the republicans wanted to vote 
this week, Senator Ingalls’s proposition was 
accepted by both sides without objection. 

When Mr. Stewart asked unanimous consent 
that a vote should be taken on the bill and 
amendments at4o’clock Saturday, Mr.Gorman 
expressed his surprise at the’proposition. The 
amendment offered to the bill by the senator 
from Nevada (Mr. Stewart), has been described 
by the senator from Ohio (Mr. Sherman), as 
one of the most revolutionary measures intro- 
duced in congress, and that senator had said 
that if the amendment was agreed to, the 


. whole financial structure of the country would 


probably be overturned. If the senator from 
Ohio was correct in that matter, the senators 
ought to have time to ascertain what was nec- 
essary tobe done. On the other hand the 
senator from Nevada (Mr. Stewart), had stated 
in the most emphatic way that the recom- 
mendations of the senator from Qhio to the 
committee on finance were more destructive 
to the interests of the people than any propo- 
sition ever presented, If either of these sena- 
tors were right—he trusted they were both 
wrong—the senate ought to have time to ity 
and consider the matter. There ought to be 
some time ‘to deliberate. There ought to be 
a disposition on both sides of the chamber to 
come together and consider the matter calmly 
and carefully, without regard to party. 

Mr. Stewart realized the importance of Mr. 
Gorman’s suggestions, but thought that as the 
subject had been much discussed, the senate 
ought to tix a time for taking the vote.

THE FREE COINAGE AMENDMENT. 

It is certain that the free coinage amend- 
ment offered by Senator Stewart will be 
adopted. The democrats believe it will like- 
wise go through the house. Thus the chances 
are the president will be forced to 
sign or veto the bill. If he signs 
it, he alienates the east. If he vetoes it, he 
alienates the west. This is jthe reason he is so 
anxious to have Reed prevent a vote in the 
house. But Reed will not do it, and the 
chances are Harrison will be compelled to 
antagonize one or the other faction of his 
party, and thus lose all chances of a renomi- 
ration. 

MR. HOAR’S LAST CHANCE. 

As soon as the silver bill is out of the way, 
Hoar intends making another motion to bring 
the force bill before the senate. He has already 
received a pledge from Vice President Morton 
to recognize him to. make this mo- 
tion immediately after the silver 
bill vote is announced on Wednesday. 
Hoar will then move thai the senate proceed 
to the consideration of the elections bill. The 
democrat and republican opponents of the bill 
will then antagonize this motion with a motion 
to take up some other bill of general interest 
and importance. On this vote it is believed 
enough republicans will vote with the demo- 
crats to prevent the consideration of the force 
bill. If that be the case, then Hoar will give 
up the fight. He says he desires but one more 
opportunity. Ifthe republicans then divide, 
he says it will mean the death of the party. 

THE FOREIGN AFFAIRS BILL. 

The house foreign affairs committee today 
instructed the chairman, Representative Hitt, 
of Illinois, to report the diplomatic and con- 
sular appropriation bill. The bill carries an 
aggregate appropriation of $1,665,925, and is 
$39,890 less than the appropriation for the 
current year. No new consulates are pro-

THE SHIPPING SUBSIDY BILL. 

The shipping subsidy bill will not reach a 
vote for some days yet. Nearly all the demo- 
crats are fighting it vigorously, while many 
republicans are becoming frightened on ac- 
count of the general talk of money being used 
by the lobby. The corridors of the capitol are 
crowded with these lobbyists, who are watch- 
ing every step of the hilland keeping tab on the 
members. Today the bill seems to be losing 
strength. Members who three days ago prom- 
ised to vote for it, have distrusted it on uc- 
count of the rumors that there will be an in- 
vestigation if the bill passes, and that consid- 
erable rottenness will be uncovered. When the 
Pacific mail subsidy bill passed in 1872, there 
was-an investightion immediately afterwards, 
which brought out the fact that nearly $1,- 
000,000 was spent by the lobby that worked it 
through.

Mr. Parnell Expected to Make an Impor- 
tant Statement. 

LIMERICK, January 8.—At a meeting of the 
corporation of this city today, the mayor re- 
fused to receive a set of resolutions adopted by 
members of the corporation. The framers of 
the resolutions are adverse to the mayor’s re- 
solve to preside at the meeting next Sunday, 
when Parnell is expected to make an impor- 
tant announcement to the public.

DvuBLIn. January 8.—The Freeman’s Jour- 
nal says that Parnell denies the statement pub- 
lished to the effect that Parnell has agreed not 
to canvass Ireland until the general election; 
that he has agreed totransfer the funds to 
O’Brien in order that the latter may pay the 
Tipperary tenants; that O’Brien has agreed to 
secure McCarthy’s deposition, and that O’ Brien 
will lead the reunited Irish party. 

The Journal declares that the conferenco 
closed hopeful of a message satisfactory to the 
Irish party at home and abroad; hopeful that 
the conference would not be fruitless, and 
hopeful that it would have a great, practical 
and salutary influence towards the renewal of 
the union of the irresistible Irish party.

BERLIN, January 8.—The Frankfurter Zeit- 
ing today announces that the grand duke of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin, Frederick Francis 
III, has offered Prince Bismarck the presi- 
dency of the ministry of the grand duchy of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin. Bismark is said to 
have declined the offer. According to the 
story, Emperor Wiiliam, upon hearing of the 
proposal, abandoned his proposed visit to 
Cannes.

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THE GLASS WORKERS. 


Trust to Control the 
Supply. 

Cuicaco, January 8.—A dispatch from 
Pittsburg says: It has leaked out that at Wed- 
nesday’s meeting of the American Glass Com- 
pany’s executive committee in this city, action 
was taken which means practically 
the abandonment of that gigantic 
enterprise. The committee, after much 
discussion, passed a resolution releasing from 
obligation such subscribers to the capital stock 
of the concern as might wish to withdraw. 
The Pittsburg window-glass makers declare 
that the combination will not be completed 
this year at least, and perhaps not at all. The 
entire difficulty has been brought about by 
financial stringency. 

THEY FORM A COMBINATION. 

PirrspurG, January 8.—It is learned on 
good authority that nineteen of the leading 
table glassware manufacturers of Pennsyl- 
vania and West Virginia have formed a com- 
bine with the object of avoiding a waste of 
money during dal! seasons. If, atany time, 
biasiness should be dull at one of the factories 
that plant will close down and transfer its or- 
ders to the other factories. Should general 
dullness ensue the combine will operate as 
many  factorigs a3 are necessary to 
fill the demand. Each factory will be 
assessed for general expenses and the profits 
will be divided in proportion to the size of- the 
factories. No outside working capital will be 
in the deal. This arrangement, it isexpected, 
will bring about uniform prices, saving on 
molds and saving by shutting down big estab- 
lishments that do not have enough work to 
keep all of itgoing. An executive board will 
manage the concern. The number of hands 
employed in nineteen factories is over 8,000 
and the total weékly pay roll is $200,000.

SHOT BY A SAVAGE. 


LIEUTENANT CASEY, OF THE TWEN- 
TY-SECOND, KILLED 


WHILE ON A MISSION OF PEACE. 


Another Brave Officer Falls by the Treachery 
of the Red Devils—Red Cloud and 
His Wife Come In. 


Borse City, Ida., January 8.—Advices fe- 
ceived from Pocatello, Ida., state that the In- 
dians on Fort Hall reservation have been 
dancing and 200 in war paint have taken to 
the mountains, causing great excitement. 
Governor Wiley has been asked to order the 
militia to Pocatello and probably a company of 
United States cavalry, at Boise barracks, will 
be sent there. The Indians on the reservation 
number 1,200 or 1,500, more than half of whom 
are Bannocks, who caused the prolonged war 
twelve years ago. 

The people of Pocatello have almost no 
arms, and the towns of Blackfoot and Eagle 
Rock are on the border of the reserve. The 
Indians who took to the mountains are work- 
ing eastward toward Wyoming. The belief is 
expressed that if the Indians at Pocatello go 
on the warpath they will be joined by tribes on 
the Lemhi reservation, who number 500, em- 
bracing 125 able-bodied bucks. 

A BATTLE YESTERDAY. 

“There is the report of heavy firing infor 
near the hestile camp that may be betweep the 
two elements of the Indian camp.” 

Lieutenant Casey was a brother of General 
Thomas L. Casey. chief of the engineers of the 
army, and was about forty years of age. He 
had been in command of a troop of Cheyenne 
scouts for about a year and was working earn- 
estly in the interest of the Indians themselves. 
He had the reputation in the army of possess- 
ing an unusually accurate knowledge of the 
Indian character. 

THE KILLING OF LIEUTENANT CASEY. 

PINE Riper, S. D., January 8.—Yankton 
Charley, one of Buffalo Bill’s men, now em- 
ployed as a scout here, brings the particulars 
of the murder of Lieutenant Casey, of the 
Twenty-second infantry, of General Brooke’s 
command, yesterday, near the hostile camp. 
Casey had started out to visit the hostiles.to 
induce the cltiefs to come in toatalk with 
General Brooke.. 

He passed a small band of Ogalialas, who 
were butchering, and proceeded further, fol- 
lowed, however, by two of the Indians, who 
appeared to be friendly. He was shortiy after- 
ward met by Pete Richards, son-in-law of Red 
Cloud, who had been sent. by the latterito 
warn him not toapproach nearer the hostiles, 
because it was dangerous, 

Casey said he would ride to the top of a little 
knoll, where he could get a view of the hos- 
tilecamp. Richards dissuaded him and he 
and Casey turned aruond and departed. Just 
then Richards heard a shot and turning back 
saw Casey fall from his horse, the bullet 
passing through the latter’s head. The shot 
was fired by the younger of the two Ogaliallas 
who had followed Casey. Richards would 
have shot the murderer, but his cartridges did 
not fit his gun. :

The old man 
stepped out of the hostile camp last night, and 
with his wife -walked sixteen miles 
to this place.

JACKSON'S DAY 


CELEBRATED BY THE YOUNG DEM- 
OCRATS OF PHILADELPHIA. 


EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND SPEAKS 


On the Principles of True Democracy—An 
Exposition of the Underlying Forces 
of Political Integrity. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Janpary 8.—{Special.] 
One of the most notable gatherings ever held 
in Philadelphia was that which assem- 
bled around the banquet board ef the Young 
Men’s Democratic Association. Men who had 
grown old in democratic faith were there to re- 
joice over their victory over the corrupt forces 
of republicanism, 

Prominent among the guests was Ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland. When the toast: 

The principles of true democracy: They are en- 

during because they are right, and invincible be- 
cause they are just, 
Was proposed, the ex-president was called 
upon to reply. Awaiting a cessation of the ap- 
plause which greeted his name hé alluded to tbe 
meaning of the term: ‘“ “True Democracy ?’ 
I believe them to mean,”” hé said, ‘‘a sober 
conviction or conclusion touching political 
topics, which formulated intoa political belief 
or creed, inspire a patriotic performance of the 
duties of citizenship. Iam satistied that the 
princip'es of this belief or creed are such as 
underlie our free institutions, and that they 
may be urged upon our fellow countrymen, be- 
cause in their purity and integrity they accord 
with the attachment of our people for their 
government «and their country. A 
ereed based upon such principles is 
by no means discredited because 
illusions and perversions temporarily prevent 
their popular acceptance any more than it can 
be irretrievably shipwrecked by mistakes made 
in its name or byits prostitution to ignoble 
purposes. When illusions are dispelled, when 
misconceptions are rectified and when those 
who guide are consecrated to truth and duty, 
the ark of the people’s safety will still be dis- 
cerned in the keeping of those who hold fast to 
the principles of true democracy.’’ Mr. Cleve- 
land then continued: 

These principles are not uncertain nor doubtful. 
The ilic@¢trious founder of our party has plainly 
announced them. They have been re-asserted 
and followed by a long line of great political 
leaders, and they are quite familiar. They com- 
prise: Equal and exact justice to all men; peace, 
commerce and honest friendship with all nations 
—entangling alliance with none; the support of 
the state governments in all their rights; 
the preservation of the’ general govern- 
ment in its whole constitutional vigor; a, jealous 
care of the right of election by the people; abso- 
lute acquiescence in the dectsionsof the majority; 
the supremacy of the civilover the military au- 
thority ; economy in public expenses; the. honest 
payment of our debts and sacred preservation of 
the public faith; the encouragement of agricul- 
ture, and commerce a8 its handmaid, and freedom 
of religion, freedom of the pressand freedom of 
the person. 

The great president and intrepid democratic 
leader whom we especially honor tonight, who 
never relaxed hia strict adherence to the demo- 
cratic faith nor ajtered in his defense of the 
rights of the people against all comers, found his 
inspiration and guidance in these principles. On 
entering upon the presidency he declared his

the utmost pride and satisfaction in his Jack- 
sonian demoeracy. 

Democratic steadfastness and enthusiasm and 
the satisfaction arising from our party history 
and traditions, certainly ought not to be dis- 
couraged. But it 1» hardly safe for us because we 
profess the true faith, and can boast of distin- 
guished fpolitical ancestry, to rely upon these 
things as guarantees of our present usefulness as 
a party organization, or to regard their glorifica- 
tien as surely making the way easy to the accom- 
plishment of our political mission. 

The democratic party, by an intelligent study of 
present conditions, must be prepared to meet all 
the wants of the people as they arise, and to fur- 
nish a remedy for every threatening evil. We may 
well be proud of our party membership; but we 
cannot escape the duty which such membership 
imposes upon us, to urge constantly upon our fel- 
low citizens of this day and generation, the suf- 
ficiency of the principles of true democracy for 
the protection of their rights and the promotion 
of their weltare and happiness, in all their present 
diverse conditions and surroundings. 

There should of course be no suggestion thata 
departure from the time honored principles of our 
party is necessary to the attainment of these ob- 
jects. On the contrary we should constantly con- 
gratulate ourselves that our party creed is broad 
enough to meet any emergency that can arise in 
the lite of a free nation. 

Thus when we see the functions of government 
used to enrich a favored few at the expense of the 
many, ani see also its inevitable result in the 
pinching privation of the poor and the profuse ex- 
travagance of the rich; anc when we see in opera- 
tion an unjust tariff which banishes from many 
humble homes the comforts of life in order that 
in the palaces of wealth, luxury may more abound, 
we turn to our creel and find that it enjoins 
“equal and exact justice toa men.’” Then tf we 
are well grounded in our political faith, 
we ‘will not be deceived nor will we 
permit ethers to be deceived, by 
any plausible pretext or smooth sophistry exeus- 
ing the situation. For our answer to them all, we 
will point to the words which condemn such in- 
equality and mjustiee, as we prepare for the en- 
eounter with wrong, armed with the weapons of 
the democracy. 

When we see our farmers in distress,and know 
that they are mot paying the penalty 
of slothfalness and mismanagement; when 
we see their long hours of toil 
80 poory requited that the imoney-lender 
eats out their substance, while for everything they 
need they pay a tribute to the favorites of govern- 
mental eare, we know that all thisis far remored 
from the “encouragement of iculture’ which 
our creed commands. We will not violate our 
political duty by forgetting how well entitied 
our farmers are to our best efforts for 
their restoration to the independence of a former 
time and to the rewards of better days. 

When we see the extravagance of public expen- 
diture fast reaching the point of reckless waste, 
and the undeserved distribution of publie money 
debauching its recipients, and by pernicious ex- 
ample threatening the destruction of the love of 
frugality among our people, we will remember 
that “economy inthe public expense” isan im- 
portant article in the true tic faith. 

When we see our political adversaries bent upon 
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localities concerned, discrediting thelr 


| sound and safe theory that the peopie should sup- 
port the government for the cake of the benefits 
resulting to all, has bred a sentiment manifesting 
itself with astounding boldness, that the governe 
ment may be enlistedin the furtherance and ad- 
vantage of private interest, through their 
Willing. agents in public place. Such an 
abandonment of the idea of  patri- 
otic political action on the part 
of these interests, has naturally led to an esti- 
mate ef the people’s franchise so degrading that 
it has been openly and pal vably debauched for 
the promotion of selfish schemes. Money is in- 
vested in the purchase of votes with the aelib- 
erate calculation that it will yield a profitable 
return in results advantageous to the investor. 
Another crime akin to this in motive and design 
is the intimidation by employers of the voters 
dependent upon them for work and bread. 

Nothing could be more hateful to true and 
genuine democracy than such offenses against our 
free institutions. In several of the states the 
honest sentiment of the party has asserted itself, 
in the support of every plan proposed for the 
rectification of this terrible wrong. To fail in 
such support would be to violate that principle in 
the creed of true democracy which commands “a 
qealorss care of the right of election by the people,” 

or certain!y no one can claim that suffrages pur- 
chased or cast under the stress of threat and 1n- 
ne aa represent the right of election by the 
peop, 5 

Since a free and unpolluted ballot must be con- 
ceded a6 absolutely essential to the maintenance 
of our free institutions, I may, perhaps, be per- 
mitted to express the hope that the state of Penn- 
8ylvania will not long remain belind her sister 
states in adopting an effective plan to protect 
her people’s suffrage. In any event the democracy 
of the state can find no justification in party 
principle, norin party traditions, nor in a just 
apprehension of democratic dugy, fora failure 
earnestly to support and advocate ballot reform. 

I have thus far attempted to state some of the 
principles of true democracy, and their applica- 
tion to present conditions. Theirenduring char- 
acter and their constant influence upon those who 
profess our faith have also been suggested. If I 
were now asked why they have so endured and 
why they have been invincible, I should reply in 
the words of the sentiment to which I respond: 
“They are enduring because they are right, and 
invincibie because they are just.” 

i believe that among our people the ideas which 
endure and which inspire warm attachment and 
devotion, are those having some elements which 
appeal to the moral sénse. When men are Satis- 
fied that a principle is morally right, they become 
its adherents for alltime. There is sometimes a 
discouraging distance between what our fellow- 
countrymen believe and what they doin sucha 
case; but their action in accordance with their 
belief may always be confidently expected in good 
time. A government forthe people and by the peo- 
ple is everlastingly right. As surely as thisis true so 
surely is it true that party principles which advo- 
cate the absolute equality of American manhood, 
and an equal participation by all the people in the 
inanagement of their government, and in the ben- 
efit and protection which it affords, are also right. 
Here 1s common ground where the best educated 
thought and reason may meet the most impulsive 
and instinctive Americanism. [ft is right that 
every man should enjoy the result of his labor to the 
fullest extent consistent with his Membership ina 
civilized community. It is right that our govern- 
ment should be but the instrument of the people’s 
will, and that its cost should be limited within the 
lines of strict economy. It is right that the in- 
fluence of the government should be known in 
every humble home as the guardian of frugal 
comfort and content, and a defense against tn- 
just exactions, and the unearned tribute persist- 
ently coveted by the selfish and designing. It is 
right that efliciency and honesty in public service 
should not be sacrificed et ps tango greed; and it 
is right that the suffrage of-our people should be 
pure and free. 

The belief in these propositions, as moral truths, 
is nearly universal among our countrymen. We 
are mistaken if wesuppose the time is distant 
when the clouds of selfishness and perversion will 
be dispelled and their conscientious belief wiil be- 
come the chief motive force in the political action 
of the people. 

I understand all these truths to/be included in 
the principles of true democracy. If we have not 
all times trusted as implicity as we ought, to the 
love our people have for the right, in political 
action, or if we have not always relied sufficiently 
upon the sturdy advocacy of the best thing which 
belongs to our party faith, these have been 
temporary aberrations, which have furnished 
their inevitable warning. 

_.. Wa are permittad to contemplate tonight the 
latest demonstration of the pie’s appreciation 
of the right, and of the acceptance they accord to 
democratic doctrine when honestly presented. In 
the cam;aign which has just closed with such 
glorious results, while party managers: were ai- 
ticipating the issue in the light of the continued 
illusion of the people, the people themseives and 
for themselves were considering the question of 
right and justice. They have spoken and the 
democracry of the land rejoice. 

In the signs of the times andin the result of 
their late state campaign the democracy of Penn- 
syivania must find hope and inspiration. Nowhere 
has the sensitiven-ss of the people on questions 
involving right and wrong been better illustrated 
than here. At the head of your state government 
there will soon stand a disciple of true democracy, 
elected by voters who would have the right and 
not the wrong when their consciences were 
touched. Though there have existed here condi- 
tions and infiuences not altogether favorable to 
an unselfish apprehension of the moral attributes 
of political doctrine, I believe thatif these feat- 
ures of the principles of true democracy are per- 
sistently advocated, the time will speedily come 
when, a8 in a day, the patriotic hearts of the peo- 
ple otf your great commonwealth will be stirred to 
the support of our cause. 

it remains to say that in the midst of our rejoic- 
ing and in time of party hope and expectation, we 
should remember that the way of right and justice 
should be followéd as a matter of duty and regard- 
Jess of immediate snecess. Above all things let 
us not fora moment forget that grave respunsi- 
bilities await the party which the people trust; 
and tet us look for guidance to the principles o 
true democracy which ‘are enduring use they 
are right, and invincible because they are just’’.

The reception which greeted Mr. Cleveland 
upon entering the Academy of Music tonight, 
was brilliant in the extreme.

GOVERNOK FOWLE’S MESSAGE, 


Recommendations to Which North Caro- 
linians Should Pay Heed. 

RauFios, N. C., January 8.—f{Special.]— 
Governor Fowle’s message was read in the leg- 
islature today. It is of great length and covers 
two years. The principal features are as fol- 
lows: The state debtis only $5,939,000; 32,- 
720,000 in 6 per cent bonds, the remainder in 4 
per cents. On 6's the state has no interest to 
pay, as itis paid furthe lease of the North 
Carolina railway, in which the commonwealth 
holds $3,000,000 of stock. So the debt is practi- 
cally only $5,219,000. 

There are fifty-nine 
miles, worth $14,000,000. 
sion is recommended. 

The protection ef oysters is given special 
consideration. It is recommended that a 
yearly tax based upon tonnage be required on 
each vessel taking oysters, the oysters to be 
culled only on rocks or beds, and that not over 
10 per cent over two inches long be taker 
from each bed; that there be an efficient oyster 
police and inspectors at each oyster center; 
that the owners of the canneries in business in 
the state be given the same rights as other 
persons ; that no oysters be taken from May Ist 
to October Ist ; that all vessels violating the law 
be captured and prosecuted. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars are asked for 
the display of North Carolina’s resources at 
the Chicago exposition. 

The taxable property in the state is valued 
at $227,000,000, an increase of $10,000,000 in 
two years. There is an urgent necessity for 
the equalization of taxation, and county and 
state boards are necessary to secure this. The 
law in regardto the public schools needs 
such amendment as to require the county com- 
ynissioners to set apart the amounts necessary 
for the schools before making other appropri- 
ations. The university buildings are old, and 
to a great degree wiserviceable, and generous 
nid should be viveu, after a special committee 
has inaid» an inspection. Training 
schoois fur white teachers, partic- 
wiar'y for femates, are asked for, as 
absolutely necessary. The law regarding 
fertilizers should be so amended as to impose 
a tax of 25 ceuts per ton. An appropriation to 
complete the buildings and equipment of the 
agricultural and mechanical college is neces- 
sary, also one for a college of the same kind 
for negroes. 

The condition of the penitentiary is very 
satisfactory. ‘That institution is self-support- 
ing, but, in case there is a falling off of demand 
for convicts on railway work, factories for 
tobacco or jute bagging should be established 
in the prison, or the convicts put on farms. A 
reformatory for the youthful criminals is 
necessary. The courts of over and terminer 
should be re-established, and solicitors paid 
salaries. The pension tax raised $87,000 Jast year, 
which has been paid out to 4,000 pensioners. 
Grants were issued for 154,000 acres of public 
Jands. An appropriation of £50,000 is asked 
for the deaf, decals and blind institution, now 
overcrowded, and a similar appropriation is 
asked for additions to the insane asylum here.

CoLtumsus, Ga., January 8,—[Special.J—A 
number of prominent cotton mill men from 
Virginia, the Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama 
have been in conference the past two days, 
but have managed to keep the proceedings 
secret. 

Your correspondent learned tonight that the 
conference wasto consider a proposition to 
form acombination of all the mills in the 
south manufacturing plaids. The combine 
proposes to raise the price of plaids from “10 
to 20 per cent. ‘It is claimed that 
all the plaid mills in the south have been 
losing money for several years, and that plaids 
are now being sold for less than actual cost 
of production, and that it is essential in 
order to avoid embarrassment, that prices be 
advanced and the mills combine for mutual 
protection. 

It is reported that all the southern mills, 
except the Eagle and Phenix, of this city, 
whose president, the venerable W. H. Young, 
is opposed to the combination. He opposes 
the combination on the ground that the 
price shouid be regulated by the 
law of supply and demand. .- Strong efforts 
are being made to induce President Young to 
pee from his position, but so far without 
avail.

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING.. 


THE DESTRUCTION OF A NOTABLE 
. OLD OAK TREE, 


—— 


Upon Whose Limbs Five Men Saved Their 
Lives—Under Whose Shade an His- 
toric Duel Was Fought. 


Hartwetr, Ga., January 8.—[Special.]— 
The triple oak, as it is generally known, lo- 
cated on Duel island, in the Savannah river, 
was struck by lightning yesterday and shat- 
tered to pieces, The tree is one with a his- 
tory. 

At the time of the May freshet in 1840, five 
men were engaged in farming on this island. 
They took provisions with them to do for 
several days, as they lived too far off to go 
back and forth each day. When the rain 
began, they had no idea of danger and made 
no effort to leave the island. In a short time 
the waters had risen to such height that they 
could not escape. They went tothe highest 
part of the island but soon found that~some- 
thing had to be done or they would be swept 
away. They found atree with three tranks 
united at the bottom and forking out a few 
feet above the ground and nailed strips of 
planks toeach trunk, high enough as they 
thought would be secure, and made a sort of 
platform with boards, perched upon which, 
with the surging waters beneath, they re- 
mained for five long days and nights before 
they were rescued. 

A HISTORIC DUEL. 

It was under the shade of this that Benja- 
min F. Perry and Bynum fought a duel 
over a half century ago. It was in the days of 
nullification, in 1832, when politics were stormy 
and party spirit ran high] Perry was a 
staunch unionist and Bynum was a fiery nulli- 
fier. The latter grossly insulted Perry, and in 
obedience to the barbarous custom that then 
prevailed, Perry had to challenge him or suffer 
disgrace at the bar of public opinion. At the 
day appointed they met on the island, each 
with his pistol and coffin. Bynum was an 
expert shot andit was confidently believed 
that Perry would bite the dust at the crack of 
his pistol. They fought at ten paces. At the 
word Perry fired first. Bynum then fired and 
his ball tore a hole through Perry’s coat breast 
exposing the red lining. Colonel Huger, who 
was present and near Bynum, exclaimed, 
‘‘He’s got it,” and Bynum replied, “‘I have 
too.’”” Bynum’s ball hit exactly where 
he had told his friends it would, but Perry’s 
coat was a very loose fit, and the bullet grazed 
the skin, leaving a blue streak across his 
body. Perry’s ball went through Bynum’s 
thigh, cutting the main artery, and the poor 
fellow bled to death. He was carried toa 
house on the place now owned by Mr. Price, 
and the blood stains from his wounds were 
visible on the ceiling when the house was torn 
His remains were interred at 
three miles from Pen- 
dleton. 


A NEW’ STATION HOUSE.

Said Captain J. M. Wright, captain of the police 
force, yesterday : 

“hope the council will remember that the 
present stationhouse was built when the popula- 
tion of our city was less than 20,000 and the police 
foree all told was twenty-six men. We then 
nade about 2,500 cases a year. 

‘We now have a force of 120 men, and have had 
the past year over 12,000 cases, and all this busi- 
ness to be transacted in the same little station 
built for twenty-six men and built by a population 
of 20,000 people. I know the city fathers Lave had 
their hands full and have been taithful in the past, 
but at the same time our department has 
been greatly neglected and the time has certainly 
come for a new building. It is impossible to 
transact the amount of business in the building as 
it is. ° 
« “Iclon’t think it is long off when the county com- 
missioners will join our iorece with at 
least ib dozen men, or more if 
possible, and every one knows they are 
needed on the outside for they have no protection 
except the city police, 

‘As it now stands we have no place to ferm the 
men going on duty without going in the streets. 
We have no place to privately search a prisoner, we 
have no offices for the sergeants, the recorder’s 
courtroom is so small and crowded you cannot 
stay. in it during court. No reom tor attorneys or 
wittnesses and too small by half to accommodate 
the number of people that have to attend the 
court. 

‘I'he prison is.too small for the number of pris- 
oners we have, and no way to separate them only 
in separate cages, and every cage 18 the same. 
Many times we haveto puta man charged with 
disorderly conduct in the same cell with the mean- 
est kind of thief or barglar. We have small boys 
sometimes to lock up for a trifling offense, and 
they must go in the trap,and they come out 
worse than when they goin. It is all wrong, but 
it is the only place we have for male or female, 
old or young, drunk or sober, guilty or not guilty. 

‘‘We have a good working department, all things 
considered. They seemto realize the importance 
of the positions they hold, which makes ~ ‘aa the 
custodians of the good order ot the city; the pro- 
tectors of the property of the citizens and charged 
with multifarious important duties. There is no 
police department that is very popular, but of 
course the right§- thinking Fand law- 
abiding people give gus their moral 
support and good will. I feel proud of the record 
our department has made considering the area of 
square iniles we have to police. A city withjmill- 
ions of wealth is aimost inviting resort for the 
house-breaker and the burglar but ifgwe can get a 
little help and a little more room we will be able 
to keep things quiet.

MURDER AND ARSON 


A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY OUTSIDE 
Ov CORDELE 


Which Has About It Featares of Sensa- 
tional Interest—The Bloodhounds 
on the Trail. 


Corpete, Ga., January 8.— [Special.]— 
Cordele suffered by fire for the third time this 
morning, since the Christmas holidays. Two 
of the Cordele security company’s neat cottages 
in West Cordele, were burned to the ground, 
anda woman and little girl perished in the 
flames. There is every evidence that murder 
and arson were committed. The two houses 
were within twenty feet of each other, and 
each was occupied by two families. The 
family of a Mr. Lott. and Mrs. Alice Peters and 
her ten-year old daughter,.live in one of the 
houses, and Mr. W. H. Marshal and Mr. 
Willie Wynney, with their wives, joccupied 
the other. 

THE NIGHT BEFORE. 

Last night Mr. Lott and family were absent 
from the city and Mrs. Peters requested Mr. 
W. E. Smith to sleep in the house. At 10 
o’clock Mr: Smith bade Mrs. Peters good night 
and retired to his room. He slept soundly till 
about 3 o'clock this morning, when he awoke 
to find his room filled with smoke and himself 
almost suffocated. He felt blindly for the 
door, and finding it, pulled it open and rushed 
into the hall. There he found the ceiling in 
flames, and he immediately ran to the door of 
Mrs. Peters’ room. Finding it locked, he 
kicked it open. A perfect torrent of fire and 
smoke issued from the room, and he 
ran from the Louse to avoid 
the destruction of his life. The fire 
alarm was given at once, and the whole city 
soon arrived. People could only look upon 
the scene in horror. It was beyond the fire 
limits, Gnd before any one could reach the 
spot the building was so completely enveloped 
in flames that the bucket brigade could be of 
no possible service. 

BURNED TO DEATH. 

The adjoining building caught at once, and 
within an hour both houses were in ashes. As 
soon as the fire had spent itself sufficiently to 
allow a search, the charred and smoking bones 
of Mrs. Peters and her little Agnes were dis- 
covered. The light of day brought out 
some startling disclosures, which have 
set the town talking. Those who 
saw the flames first burst forth, saw also the 
forms of several men hurrying from the burn- 
ing building, and proceeding in various di- 
rections. A meésenget was sent to Richwood, 
where a number of convicts are employed at 
a large sawmill, and several blood hounds were 
procured. 

ON THE TRAIL. 

The tracks of one of the men was easily 
found and as easily followed by the dogs. 
After making a straight line for the thick 
underbrush on the edge of a little stream of 
water near the city, the tracks were traced 
over a zigzag route until they struck the Geor- 
gia Southern railroad at a flag station near 
the city. Here the dogs lost the 
scent, and it is supposed that the 
men met here and boarded the train for 
Macon, which leaves here about 3:15.

NEARLY BENDS THE LIV¥V#@8S OF TWO 
PRISONERS 


Who Are Confined in the Falton County Jail. 
By Mistake They Take Morphine 
for Quinine. 

Two revenue prisoners came within an ace 
of dying in the Fulton county jail Wednesday 
night. 

It was too much morphine. 

Then yesterday morning two other prisoners 
escaped. 

But one was recaptured. 

For several days past some of the revenue 
prisoners have been suffering with severe 
colds, and on Wednesday afternoon two of 
them were so ill that a physician was sent for. 

The twomen are known as Justice and 


Pritchett. 


The physician who responded to the call 
gave them each a dose of medicine, and then 
wrote a presciption for future use. 

Later in the evening the men were given a 
dose of the medicine. The medicine-was pre- 
sumably quinine. 

A half hour after swallowing the drug both 
men became drowsy. 

Then one of them went to sleep. 

In some way one of the guards detected their 
condition and becoming alarmed notified the 
jailer. 

The jailer quickly realized that a mistake 
had béen made and sent for the physician, 

Then the prisoners were aroused sufficiently 
to yet them on their feet. 

Supported each by two men they were 
marched up and down the jail yard until the 
physician arrived. 

[t required no time for the medicine man to 
discover the true situation. 

Morphine and not quinine had been given 
the prisoners. 

And they were wel! under the influence of 
the drug. 

Antidotes were given and the two men were 
kept moving until they were out of dangor. 

To the men the exercise was a terrible 
ordeal. Sotiredand sleepy that they were 
hardly able to drag one foot after the other 
they were kept going. 

Just what caused the mistake and where it 
occurred is not known asthe officials are not 
inélined to talk. 

The prisoners, however, are not so reticent. 

Two Men Escape. 

The morphine mistake frightened the other 
prisoners about the jail and two of them made 
a dash for liberty yesterday morning about 11 
o’clock. 

They were both revenue men and were 
booked as Mardy and Hayne. 

Mardy was recaptured. 

The men were in the part of the jail set 
apart for United States prisoners, and at the 
door was a guard. About 11 o’clock the guard 
called a relief to him and started into another 
part of the building. At that instant the two 
men rushed through the door and made for 


- the street. 


The officers gave chase, and in a few min- 
utes overtook Mardy. He was returned to 
the jail. 

Hayne proved a swift runner and snacceeded 
in making good his escape. It is thought that 
he went to Cobb county.

THEN AND NOW. 


’ Unele Jim Parrish Talks of the Police Do- 


partment. 

Uncle Jim Parrish, who has just closed his 
twentieth consecutive year as a member of the 
Atlanta, police force, was talking of the de- 
partment as it was when he came on twenty 
years ago. 

“Then,” said he, “the station house was 
down on Line street, where the street carshed 
now is, and instead of a recorder’s 
court the mayor tried violations of 
the city ordinances, holding his court each day 
in the old city hall building which used to 
siand where the new capitol now is. 

‘When the boys made an arrest, after the 
prisoner had been lodged in the guardhouse, 
he was marched across town to the city hall 
by the oficer who made the arrest. In the 
morning we all went over together, each man 
holding his prisioner by the arm. It'd look 
funny to see a lot of policemen marching their 
prisoners throught the streets now. But it 
was all right in those days. 

‘*'We didn’t have any chief of police, like we 
lonow. The marshal’ and deputy marshal 
gad charge of the department. . 

“When I came,.on in’71, Tom Williams 
was marshal and his deputy was John L. 
Johnson. Sid Holland—poor fellow, he’s dead 
and gone—was lieutenant Dave (ueen was 
also lieutenant. We had about twenty-eight 
or thirty men on the force, but we managed to 
keep things pretty straight. 

‘‘In’71 we worked twelve bours a day and 
were paid $2. In 72 we worked eight hours 
and got $2.25 for it. That’s when we had a 
picnic. 

“It was only a few months after I was 
elected to the force that this building was fin- 
ished and the department moved in: It 
was plenty big then, and, in fact, we had 
plenty of room for a long time, but now—well, 
it’s not my place to say anything about present 
circumstances.” 

Nobody on the force is better liked than 
Uncle Jim, and no man 1s a better officer.

DEATH OF A NOTED CHARACTER 


Colonel John C. Maund, of Talbot County, 
Breathes His Last. 
From The Columbus, Ga., Sun. 

Colonel John C. Maund, of Talbot county, 
died at his home at Juniper at 11 o’ciock Tues- 
day night, surrounded by his family and 
friends, having reached the advanced age of 
seventy-seven years. 

Colonel Maund was one of the most noted 
characters in Georgia, and represented Talbot 
county in the legislature a number of terms. 

Quoting his own words, Colonel Maund was 
born in Putnam county, September 10, 1813, 
between “‘Devil’s Half Acre and Trickham, 
on Murder creek.” Colonel Maund modestly 
commemorated hisearly beginning, stating 
that his educational advantages, though not 
protracted through a tedious undergraduate 
term, were ample and complete. He took the 
degree of master of arts in ‘‘Slanughter’s plum 


orchard’’’ and retained his remark- 
able wers as a speaker by  re- 


peated perusal ofthe once famous Colum- | 


bian orator. As a soldier, his career was 
brilliant and dashing to the extreme of temer-. 
ity. In one of his unguarded moments of self- 
assertion, the colonel disclosed that he en- 
tered the confederate militia and joined the 
expedition to Macon. Stoneman, on his raid, 
missed him just one mile and a half, which so 
acted on his nervous system that, boarding a 
small mule, he fell back rapidly to his farm in 
Talbot county, where he remained until his 
death, except during the term of years which 
hespent in Atlanta, representing his county in 
the legislature. 

Quoting from a sketch of his life, written 
some years ago, Mr. Maund’s views on religion 
were most emphatic and original enough to be 
German. Whenasked about his theory of 
the matter, he replied that he was a hardshell 
Methodist, including wheat straw and shout- 
ing. 

These few autobiographical hints were 
derived directly from the subject of the sketch 
himself, but it was almost an unnecessary 
trouble to seek any information in reference to 
Colonel Maund. The people of Talbot and 
Muscogee counties all knew him. The 
rest of the counties knew him, and 
the country knew him, and  =»not to 
know him evinces a great need of travel 
and general information: Take him on the 
subject of finance, and in a few words he 
would make a fool of a Wall street chevalier, 
who is always telling a man how to get money 
without working forit. Take him on farming 
and he illustrated by his corn crib and his 
smokehouse; take him on pisciculture and he 
talked more and better fish in forty minutes 
than any man in the south: but when you ap- 
proached his specialty, a land trade, and what 
wild lands were good for, it had best been done 
reverently and with uncovered head. Mr. 
Maund’s country owes him a_e debt 
of gratitude for some of his lessons 
in wild lands which he imparted to. certain 
gentlemen who resided in New York. Play- 
ing, as our subject said, most patriotically 
‘for even,’ Mr. Maund generously parted with 
his deeds to a dukedom in the wiregrass coun- 
try, every acre of which, according to the gen- 
erous confession of the northern purchasers, 
‘could float a gun ship.’’ This was nothing 
but due appreciation and poetic justice. Take 
him for all in all, there is no other John: C. 
Maund in Georgia and no close second 
tohim. The soul of wit, of incisive common 
sense, of generous hospitality, no man in 
Georgia was more admired and none more 
deservedly so.

NEARLY BENDS THE LIV@s OF TWO 
PRISONERS 


Who Are Confined in the Fulton County Jail. 
By Mistake They Take Morphine 
for Quinine. 


Two revenue prisoners came within an ace 
of dying in the Fulton county jail Wednesday 
night. 

It was too much morphine. 

Then yesterday morning two other prisoners 
escaped. 

But one was recaptured. 

For several days past some of the revenue 
prisoners have been suffering with severe 
colds, and on Wednesday afternoon two of 
them were so ill that a physician was sent for. 

The twomen are known as Justice and 
Pritchett. 

The physician who responded to the call 
gave them each a dose of medicine, and then 
wrote a presciption for future use. 

Later in the evening themen were given a 
dose of the medicine. The medicine was pre- 
sumably quinine. 

A half hour after swallowing the drug both 
men became drowsy. 

Then one of them went to sleep. 

In some way one of the guards detected their 
condition and becoming alarmed notified the 
jailer. 

The jailer quickly realized that a mistake 
had been made and sent for the physician, 

Then the prisoners were aroused sufficiently 
to get them on their feet. 

Supported each by two men they were 
marched up and down the jail yard until the 
physician arrived. 

It required no time for the medicine man to 
discover the true situation. 

Morphine and not quinine had been given 
the prisoners. 

And they were wel! under the influence of 
the drug. 

Antidotes were given and the two men were 
kept moving unti] they were out of danger. 

To the men the exercise was a terrible 
ordeal. Sotiredand sleepy that they were 
hardly able to drag one foot after the other 
they were kept going. 

Just what caused the mistake and where it 
occurred is not known asthe officials are not 
inclined to talk. 

The prisoners, however, are not so reticent. 

Two Men Escape. 

The morphine mistake frightened the other 
prisoners about the jail and two of them made 
a dash for liberty yesterday morning about 11 
o’clock. 

They were both revenue men and were 
booked as Mardy and Hayne. 

Mardy was recaptured. 

The men were in the part of the jail set 
apart for United States prisoners, and at the 
door was a guard. About 11 o’clock the guard 
called a relief to him and started into another 
part of the building. At that instant the two 
men rushed through the door and made for 


- the street. 


The officers gave chase, and in a few min- 
utes overtook Mardy. He was returned to 
the jail. 

Hayne proved a swift runner and succeeded 
in making good his escape. It is thought that 
he went to Cobb county.

THEN AND NOW. 


' Unele Jim Parrish Talks of the Police Do- 


partment. 
Uncle Jim Parrish, who has just closed his 
twentieth consecutive year as a member of the 


Atlanta police force, was talking of the de- 


partment as it was when he came on twenty 


yearg ago. 

“Then,” said he, “the station house was 
down on Line street, where the street carshed 
now is, and instead of a _ recorder’s 

court the mayor tried violations of 
the city ordinances, holding his court each day 
in the old city hall building which used to 
siand where the new capitol now is. 

“When the boys made an arrest, after the 
prisoner had been lodged in the guardhouse, 
he was marched across town to the city hall 
by the oficer who made the arrest. In the 
morning we all went over together, each man 
holding his prisioner by the arm. It'd look 
funny to see a lot of policemen marching their 
prisoners throught the streets now. But it 
was all right in those days. 

‘*'We didn’t have any chief of police, like we 
lonow. The marshal ‘and deputy marshal 
gad charge of the department. . 

“When I came.on in’71, Tom Williams 
was marshal and his deputy was John L. 
Johnson. Sid Holland—poor fellow, he’s dead 
and gone—was lieutenant Dave Queen was 
also lieutenant. We had about twenty-eight 
or thirty men on the force, but we managed to 
keep things pretty straight. 

“In’71 we worked twelve bours a day and 
were paid $2. In ’72 we worked eight hours 
and got $2.25 for it. That’s when we had a 
picnic. 

‘It was only a few months after I was 
elected to the force that this building was fin- 
ished and the department moved in: It 
was plenty big then, and, in fact, we had 
plenty of room for a long time, but now—well, 
it’s not my place to say anything about present 
circumstances.” 

Nobody on the force is better liked than 
Uncle Jim, and no man 1s a better ofticer. 

He has been driving ‘‘Black Maria’’ ever 
since the first wagon was bought.

DEATH OF A NOTED CHARACTER 


Colonel John C. Maund, of Talbot County, 
Breathes His Last. 
From The Coiumbus, Ga., Sun. ; 

Colonel John C. Maund, of Talbot county, 
died at his home at Juniper at 11 o’clock Tues- 
day night, surrounded. by his family and 
friends, hwving reached the advanced age of 
seventy-seven years. 

Colonel Maund was one of the most noted 
characters in Georgia, and represented Talbot 
county in the legislature a number of terms. 

Quoting his own words, Colonel Maund was 
born in Putnam county, September 10, 1813, 
between ‘Devil's Half Acre and Trickham, 
on Murder creek.” Colonel Maund modestly 
commemorated hisearly beginning, stating 
that his educational advantages, though not 
protracted through a tedious undergraduate 
term, were ample and complete. He took the 
degree of master of arts in “Slanughter’s plum 
orchard’”’’ and _ retained his remark- 
able powers as a speaker by _re- 
peated perusal ofthe once famous Colum- 
bian orator. As a soldier, his career was 
brilliant and dashing to the extreme of temer-. 
ity. In one of his unguarded moments of self- 
assertion, the colonel. disclosed that he en- 
tered the confederate militia and joined the 
expedition to Macon. Stoneman, on his raid, 
missed him just one mile and a half, which so 
acted on his nervous system that, boarding a 
small mule, he fell back rapidly to his farin in 
Talbot county, where he remained until his 
death, except during the term of years which 
he spent in Atlanta, representing his county in 
the legislature. 

Quoting from a sketch of his life, written 
some years ago, Mr. Maund’s views on religion 
were most emphatic and original enough to be 
German. Whenasked about his theory of 
the matter, he replied that he was a hardshell 
Methodist, including wheat straw and shout- 
ing. 

These few autobiographical hints were 
derived directly from the subject of the sketch 
himself, but it was almost an unnecessary 
trouble to seek any information in reference to 
Colonel Maund. The people of Talbot and 
Muscogee counties all knew him. The 
rest of the counties knew him, and 
the country knew him, and  =~»not to 
know him evinces a great need of travel 
and general information: Take him on the 
subject of finance, and in a few words he 
would make a fool of a Wa)! street chevalier, 
who is always telling a man how to get money 
without working forit. Take him on farming 
and be illustrated by his corn crib and his 
smokehouse; take him on pisciculture and he 
talked more and better fish in forty minutes 
than any man in the south: but when you ap- 
proached his specialty, a land trade, and what 
wild lands were good for, it had best been done 
reverently and with uncovered head. Mr. 
Maund’s country owes him a_e debt 
of gratitude for some of his lessons 
in wild jands which he imparted to certain 
gentlemen who resided in New York. Play- 
ing, as our subject said, most patriotically 
‘for even,’’ Mr. Maund generously parted with 
his deeds to a dukedom in the wiregrass coun- 
try, every acre of which, according to the-gen- 
erous confession of the northern purchasers, 
‘could floata gun ship.”” This was nothing 
but due appreciation and poetic justice. Take 
him for all in all, there is no other John C. 
Maund in Georgia and no _ close second 
tohim. The soul of wit, of incisive common 
sense, of generous hospitality, no man in 
Georgia was more admired and none more 
deservedly so.

—_—_—— 
PRESIDENT CALHOUN WRITES A 
CARD CONCERNING THE WORK. 


The Building Is Ready, but the Means of 
Maintenance Have Not as Yet Been 
Provided. 


The Veterans’ Home! 

The proudest monument to southern pa- 
triotism in the land. The hand is cold that 
penned the first lines that thrilled the entire 
country, advocating its erection. But the 
work has gone nobly forward, and staunch 
hearts and ready hands have most faithfully 
carried out the generous conception of that 
brilliant brain. 

But the means of maintaining that home 
and itsinmates have not been provided, which 
has resulted in many inquiries concerning the 
work, 

To these President Calhoun replies as fol- 
lows: 

Epitor Constitution: Having received a great 
many letters of inquiry in relation to the opening 
of the home, and not finding time tu answer them 
all at dnce, I think it proper to make a short state- 
ment of facts for the public. As is well Known, 
the fund for purchasing the site and building the 
home was mainly contributed by patriotic citi- 
zens of Georgia, aided, tosome extent, by friends 
of the cause residing elsewhere. On the 31st day 
of May, 89, 119%, acres of land, situ- 
ated pear Grant park, were purchased at 
& jjcost of $9,540. In December, 1889, 
the building was commenced, and has just been 
completed, at a cost of about $27,000, exclusive of 
contributions of heaters and other appurtenances. 
Several thousand dollars were expendedin im- 
provement of grounds, architects, insurance and 
other expenses; complete statements of all of 
which will be rendered specifically when the final 
reports are made to the trustees by the several 
oflicials connected with the work, These pay- 
ments consumed the funds contributed for the 
purpose, and nothing was left forthe mantenance 
of the institution. The building contains sixty 
large rooms, and isa handsome structure and 
complete in every particular. In September of 
last year the trustees met and deeming it fim- 
practicable to attempt to maintain the home from 
private subscription, determined to tender it to 
the state, upon condition that the home 
should be maintained by the state for 
the benefit of such ex-confederate soldiers as may 
need the benefit thereof for the period of twenty- 
five years; the property then to belong to the state 
absolutely. A proper bill was prepared and intro- 
duced in the generai assembly at the recent session 
thereof, That body, at the invitation of 
the trustees, visited the home. The bill 
was referred to the finance committee of 
the home, and all proper information was fur- 
nished that committee. The trustees represented 
to the members that, in their judgment, the pres- 
ent system of pensions did not meet all the de- 
mands—there being a class of old soldiers in the 
state having no homes or families, and drifting 
helplessly about in the different communities; 
that this home would furnish for them a swect 
place of rest and comfort in their declining years; 
that they had responded to the call of the state 
when the invader was advancing upon her soil, 
and she owed it tothem as a sacred debt—not 
alone as a charity—to provide for them during the 
few years longer they might require it; that this 
home would ever bea monument, visible to all 
men, commemorative of the justice and generosity 
of the state in providing for her sons, now old and 
disabled, but who made the grandest struggle for 
liberty the world hasseen; that the costs to the 
state annually would be very little, and would be 
reimbursed if not more, inthe largely increased, 
and increasing, value of the land—it now being 
worth six or seven times what it cost. The 
trustees were of the opinion that the legislature 
should have accepted it unnani- 
mously, but the finance committee, after 
much delay laid it on the table, with acsurance 
however, from some of the members that it woul 
be passed at the July session. Whether this will 
be done I cannot venture an opinion. The home 
cannot be opened until some provision is made for 
itssupport. How that is to be done is the ques- 
tion. The board of trustees will soon be called to- 
gether to consider the situation. In the meantime 
the old soldiers must do the best they can. They 
were noble and earnest and brave in war, and in 
peace have been equally, if not more so, in their 
struggles with poverty and misfortune. There 
have been few beggars amongst them, God forbid 
that there should be any in this plenteous land of 
ours. I conclude this hastily written article with 
the expression of an abiding faith and hope that 
there is too much love and charity and justice in 
the hearts and minds of the people of Georgia to 
suffer this beautiful home to be the dwelling 
place of bats and owls.

OVER TWO ENGINES, 


A CONTROVERSY GROWING OUT OF 
A DAMAGE SUIT. 


Two Richmond and Danville Engines Tied 
Up for a Few Minutes—The Attorney 
Expresses an Opinion. 

Two Richmond and Danville engines were 
chained up yesterday, but it wasn’t for long. 

The case is a peculiar one. 

Yesterday afternoon Deputy United States 
Marshal McDonald, at the instance of Messrs. 
Hoke & Burton Smith, went to the yards of 
the Richmond and Danville, and chained two 
engines to the tracks. 

The act was done upon an execution from 
the United States court. The Messrs. Smith, 
are attorneys for Mr. Shumate, a railway mail 
clerk, who recently obtained a verdict against 
the Richmond aud Danville for personal in- 
juries. The verdict, it is stated, was obtained 
some two months ago, and this move yesterday 
was made to hasten the payment of the amount 
awarded. 

The claim was made that the engines could 
not move until the money was paid, but that 
seems to have been a miscalculation, as the 
engines did move, and one of them pulled 
the Air-Line Belle to its destination. 

AN ATTORNEY TALKS. 

Mr. Thomas Cobb Jackson, one of the 
counsels or the Richmond and Danville sys- 
tem, was asked by a CONSTITUTION reporter 
last evening what was the reason for this 
action. 

“‘Tt’s all stuff and nonsense,’’ was Mr. Jack- 
son’s rather forcible reply. ‘‘A little advertis- 
ing scheme for anti-corporation-licensed law- 
yers. Since you ask the question, the facts are 
about these: While the firm of Jackson & 
Jackson represents the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad Company, from Charlotte to the Mis- 
sissippi river, Division Counsel Pope Barrow 
was in charge of this particular 
case. During the progress of the trial it de- 
veloped that the accident in which Shumate 
was hurt was an unexplainable runoff for 
which the company was legally liable. Under 
the extraordinary evidence produced by his at- 
torney, a consent verdict, which is asettlement 
between counsel, was entered into for some- 
thing over $8,000. Being a consent verdict 
the settlement had to go throngh the form of 
being approved by the authorities of the 
company at headquarters. Of course some 
delay was necessary. Especially was this due 
to the fact that the Christmas holidays inter- 
vened. 

“Without knowing that the  law- 
yers representing Shumate were dis- 
satisfied at the delay, while I was engaged in 
the trial ofa suit against the company with 
Mr. Burton Smith, no one but clerks being in 
my office, as Mr. Henry Jackson is in New 
York, Mr. Hoke Smith procures the services 
of a deputy United States marshal 
and walking down the track of the company, 
reaches a!onely spot where two engines are 
found standing, not either being usedin the 
moving of trains, After a reconnoiter, Mr. 
Hoke Smith and the deputy seeing that 
none of the officers of the road 
are in the neighborhood, approach the unsus- 
pecting engines, and with small chains tie the 
wheels to the track. With a. nihilistic and 
sarcastic smiie, doubtless, Mr. Smith and his 
assistant leave. 

“As soon as occasion was had to move the 
engines for the purpose of attending to the 
busitiess in which the public are interested, 
the chains were discovered, the matter re- 
ported to the superintendent, and as 
counsel _ for the company, know- 
ing this manner of proceeding 
to be extraordinary and, under the facts, un- 
lawful, I directed the chains to be broken and 
that the engines should proceed. With the 
exception of about half an hour, the master of 
trains was using his engines as if they had 
never been surprised and captured. 

‘While itis distasteful for me to appear in

It is impossible to remove the millions of del- 
lars worth of property owned by this company, 
and ridiculous to even insinuate that any debt 
would go unpaid when due,’’

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 8.--The stock market today 
was still strong, but there was a waiting disposition 
manifested by local operators pending the result ofa 
neeting of railroad presidents in the city, Genersl 
spinion is that favorable results would be obtained, 
and the market exhibited considerable strength until 
it was known that the meeting had adjourned without 
doing anything of importance, when dullness again 
marked dealings. Today coal stock and indust rials 
were featuresof the market. The continuance of the 
present cold weather and the impression that it will 
sontinue throughout the season has brought in more 
ronfident buying, and today Lackawanna rose 
nearly 4 percent, others following. Sugar refineries 
was prominent all day long and strong especially in 
‘he forenoon, though there was no news of the kind to 
favorably effect stock beyond postponement of the 
Cameron suit. The day began with all conditions 
fayorable, reduction of its rate of discount from 5to4 
per cent by the Bank of England being one of the most 
influential opening prices were, therefore, fractionally 
higher, and with coal stock in the lead further ad- 
vances were made all along the line in the forenoon. 
Fluctuations outside of stocks before mentioned, how- 
evér, were slight, and while a firm tone prevailed 
there was little vim in the maket, waiting disposition 
becoming most marked after the announcement of the 
action of the presidents; when except in a few shares 
dullness became the ruling feature, and continued so 
untilthe close. The trading element was inclined to 
take advantage of this apathy and hammer stocks, 
their operations resulting in partial loss of early gains.

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the question of establishing a factory. in At- 
lanta 

This committee has invited the capitalists 
of the city to meet with it in Mr. C. J. Kick- 
lighter’s office, No. 87 South Broad street, at 
9 o0’clock Saturday morning. 

The object of this meeting is to thoroughly 
discuss the question with the men of means who 
are seeking safe investments for their capital, 
on the one hand, and the farmers who 
furnish the products on the other. 

Already Negotiating. 

Since the organization of the committee sev- 
eral propositions have been made, tendering 
sites for the buildings connected with the fac- 
tory. All these propositions will receive due 
consideration by the committee, and by those 
who may become members of a stock company 
to run the factory. 

On Saturday following the committee will 
meet the truck growers of Fulton county and 
discuss with them the other side of the 
question, so at all available information can 
be gathered before the work of locating and 
erecting the factory is begun. 

Facts and Figures. 

“Of what capacity will your factory be,” 
Mr. Smith was asked, 

‘*Well, we have not decided that question yet. 
You see the first thing we have got to dois to 
find out the safest and most desirable ca- 
pacity, and base our calculations on that. 

‘*We are going to have present at our meet- 
ing the leading merchants who handle canned 
goods, and get from them such data as can be 
had regarding the sufply and demand of the 
city. 

‘‘My ideais to begin with tomatoes, beans, 
peas andthe like of that; things that are 
wasted by wagon loadg in the country now, be- 
cause there is no way to use the surplus crop 
after the market becomes ‘glutted with the 
green produce of the farm and garden. 

**l operate a large track farm near the city. 
In 1889, the great fruit year, I sent out notice 
to everybody tocome and help themselves to 
peaches, because they were rotting by bushels 
after they had become so plentiful as to be 
almost unsalable. Then every year I have 
bushels and bushels of tomatoes that lie rotting 
on the ground for the same reason. 

‘‘Now, peaches do not come plentiful eyery 
year, and to start on that fruit would 
not be advisable; still, let the factory 
be prepared to use them during 
the fruit years when they are plentiful; when 
peaches are canned the parings can be manu- 
factured into jellies and a great saving made.” 

$100,000 Capital. 

*‘A bout what will be your capital ?’’ 

‘*My idea is to start with not less than $100,- 
000 capital, which will put the business on a 
splendid footing’ at once. With plenty of 
funds to back it, a location like Atianta from 
where railroads radiate in evey direction, and 
one of the finest truck and fruit-growing sec- 
tions of the south to back it, I believe that a 
canning factory would coin money. 

‘‘Not only would it prove profitable in this 
way, but it would give to the farmers a ready 
and remunerative market for all the fruits 
and vegetables they could raise, such a large 
percentage of which is now a dead loss. 
Again, it would give) the merchants and 
their customers fresh, sweet, clean goods at 
prices as cheap as they could get them any- 
where, less the cost of handling and transporta- 
tion. 

‘‘Not only could the products of this county, 
which ate amply sufficient to supply the city, 
be utilized, but if there was any scarcity in the 
supply the country for miles around, on the 
lines of railroad, could be drawn upon.”’
